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BIG WEEK. 


EXT week is to be a big week (with em- 

phasis on the big) in Lexington and the Blue 
Grass region. The biggest day of the week is to 
be Wednesday, November 11. Aside from being 
Armistice Day, it is the day for the fourth an- 
nual race meeting for the benefit of orphans in 
Kentucky institutions. That plan to provide the 
kiddies with goodies for Thanksgiving and 
Christmas was originated by Col. E. R. Bradley 
and instituted by him at his splendid Idle Hour 
Stock Farm in November, 1928. The racing is 
conducted under the auspices of the Idle Hour 
Fair Association, a non-profit corporation, cre- 
ated for this specific purpose and to comply with 
the laws of Kentucky. The active head of the 


oo, is C. Barry Shannon, manager of 


dle Hour Farm, and how well he has performed 

his task is attested in the results of the three 
previous years. In 1928 the orphans received 
$26,650, in 1929, $22,621.36, and last year $27,- 
048.69. The manner in which the boxes have 
been sold out, and the interest that has been dis- 
played, indicates that the returns for next week's 
big day will at least be in keeping with the aver- 
age of the past three years. A fine card is in 
prospect and if the weather is good a large crowd 
will be in attendance. 


The National Foxhunters Association is hav- 
ing its annual hunt meeting in the vicinity of 
Lexington, with Lexington as headquarters, next 
week, and as a feature of the hunt, is having a 
three-miles steeplechase over a good new course, 
recently finished on Hamburg Place, the fine es- 
tate of Edward and Joseph Madden. The event 
is called the Prince of Wales Gold Cup, by per- 
mission of the heir to the throne in England, and 
the trophy, valued at $1,000, is the gift of the 
American Turf Association. It is to be decided 
Thursday, November 12, and deserves the patron- 
age of all who can attend. It will be the first 
time a steeplechase race has ever been run in 
Fayette County. There formerly were hurdle 
races at the Kentucky Association course, but no 
steeplechase events. The foxhunters will have 
something doing every day and evening during 
week. 


E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, is holding his third annual sale of 
Thoroughbred horses, consigned by various own- 
ers, to the number of 414 at the Lexington Sales 
Paddocks, which he built on the Paris pike in 
1929. The auctions will be held Monday and 
Tuesday afternoon and Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday evenings, according to the schedule 
published on page 553 in this issue of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE. 


C. V. Whitney is selling at his farm and under 
the auspices of C. J. Fitz Gerald a draft of 52 
head from his famous breeding establishment, 
which is under the management of Major Louie 
A. Beard. Five of the number are stallions and 
the remainder are mares. It has been announced 
by Mr. Whitney that he will contribute 25 per 
cent of the gross sum obtained for these Thor- 
oughbreds to the fund for the unemployed. 

At the Greentree Farm of Mrs. Payne Whitney 
on Tuesday morning there will be a show of fine 
horses as an adjunct to the National Foxhunters 
Association program. 

Everyone will be hoping for fine weather 
throughout the week, since so much depends 
upon weather when the activities are largely out 
of doors. Many people are expected from all 
parts of the country and the hotel keepers and 
merchants have made preparations for their en- 
tertainment and to supply their wants.

KENTUCKY RACING. 


SSUMING that Bob Saxton, sports editor of 

The Cincinnati Enquirer, and Verney San- 
ders, syndicate writer on topics of the Turf, are 
sufficiently close to the heads of the American 
Turf Association to know reasonably well what 
is to be expected concerning operation of the 
tracks in Kentucky, we are inclined to pay about 
the sarhe degree of attention to their utterances 


or 
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as does the rhinoceros to the tick birds taking 
leave of his back. 


Their writings come in the nature of warnings, 
usually. Accordingly when we find Mr. Sanders 
saying that a cut in stakes and purses is in pros- 
pect for the season of 1932 in Kentucky, we are 
reasonably sure that that thought has been turn- 
ing over in the minds of Col. M. J. Winn and 
Maurice Galvin. When we read from the writings 
of Mr. Saxton, as in last Sunday’s Enquirer, that 
“the guess is that there will be some cuts made 
in racing expenditures,” we also know that the 
Colonel and his counsel have been chatting it 
over sufficiently to have decided upon a 
slice out of each purse and a reduction in added 
money to stakes. 

The nearest approach to an intimation that 
there also may be reduction in salaries of execu- 
tives is Mr. Saxton’s employment of the expres- 
sion “racing expenditures.’ Those salaries rep- 
resent a large percentage of the “racing expend- 
itures” in Kentucky, if they are as numerous and 
voluminous as they are reported to be. No fi- 
nancial statement for Kentucky and Illinois 
tracks is ever published, so we have no way of 
knowing definitely about salaries and expenses 
of presidents, general managers, resident man- 
agers, secretaries, treasurers, general counsel, 
associate counsel, etc., etc., of the American Turf 
Association and its subsidiaries, but we do know 
that here in Lexington we had better racing 
when the late G. D. Wilson drew about $1,000 
per year for being Secretary of the Kentucky As- 
sociation and “Jimmy” Ross (now Assistant Man- 
ager James P. Ross of the Havre de Grace track) 
was modestly paid to be the efficient track su- 
perintendent that he was. The only other man 
to receive more than a per diem for racing days 
was Judge William Shelley. He got a little extra 
for coming in advance of the meeting and arrang- 
ing preliminaries. And Judge Shelley was more 
than merely racing secretary, really the most im- 
portant job at a race meeting. He had charge 
of everything that Secretary Wilson didn’t look 
after, except when Col. R. L. Baker was general 
manager, without salary. 

That was before the politicians got control in 
Kentucky. That was when we had an honest-to- 
goodness State Racing Commission. That was 
when we thought of racing in terms of the better 
horses rather than in terms of the most dollars 
to be made out of the horses and the racing. 
What we have had, we can have again, if we have 
the inclination to have it. THE BLOOD-HORSE 
agrees that we must have retrenchment in rac- 
ing in Kentucky, and it says without hesitation 
that the retrenchment must begin with cuts in 
the number and pay of people on the payrolls of 
the American Turf Association and its subsidi- 
aries. 

When that is done and when the politicians

are put aside from the trough at which they have 
been feeding too long, then the horsemen can be 
asked with good grace to accept cuts in the 
purses. 


A couple of times Mr. Saxton has intimated 
that the American Turf Association will not 
father a meeting for its subsidiary, the Kentucky 
Association, at Lexington next spring. Last Sun- 
day he said: “. . and Lexington! Well, there

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be even a spring meeting there, since the last 


| lost $40,000.” 


If the American Turf Association really feels 
that way about it, THE BLOOD-HORSE would be 
glad to hear the verdict early enough in the 
coming year to enable others who may be inter- 
ested in perpetuating racing in this nursery land 
of the Thoroughbred horse in America to formu- 
late plans for a spring racing. There is a way 
to have it. 

Mr. Saxton tells The Enquirer readers that 
“The Latonia Jockey Club would be entirely jus- 
tified in calling off the two remaining Latonia 
Championships,” adding: ‘Entries were made 
for the 1933 Championship last July, and the 
) (Latonia) Jockey Club has promised to give 
$25,000 to that race. Judging from the results 
of the race in the last few years, the race can be 
called off with better results to both the club and 
the people who attend the Latonia races. It is 
really idiotic to give this big stakes. Early clos- 
ing stakes for the most part are a joke. . . .” 

The American Turf Association may order the 
Latonia Jockey Club not to re-open the Latonia 
Championship Stakes next summer to be raced in 
1934, but it is hardly conceivable that it will 
take the view expressed by Mr. Saxton that it 
“would be entirely justified” in calling off the 
events for 1932 and 1933. There would be equal 
justification for repudiation of a debt evidenced 

by promissory note. 

y At the time of the creation of the Latonia 
Championship Stakes, the Kentucky Derby and the 
Belmont Stakes were the only important and 
attractive events for 3-year-olds, and the Latonia 
Championship Stakes had a place and served its 
purpose well. Now, however, there have come 
into being so many attractive events for 3-year- 
olds that by the time the late date for decision 
of the Latonia Championship is reached few, if 
any, of the starters of the early part of the sea- 
son are in shape to compete. 

We think the Latonia Jockey Club could better 
afford to retain the event, under a modification 
of conditions, which could be worked out during 
the winter, than to discard it. 

Mr. Saxton also informs The Enquirer readers 
that “the curtain has been rung down until late 
next June,” and that “seven months will pass be- 
fore horses will be back’ to Latonia. That indi- 
cates that the American Turf AsSociation schedule 
instituted in 1929 is to be followed in 1932. It 
means that there is to be no racing in Kentucky 
while the Washington Park meeting is in prog- 
ress near Chicago. Here again is evidenced the 


mission—a commission thinking in terms of what 

is best for racing in Kentucky rather than what 
may be best for the American Turf Association. 

We agree with Mr. Saxton’s expression that 
e- Latonia game is going to remain a $2 game 


necessity for a really, truly State Racing Com-. 


for some time to come,” unless the State Racing 
Commission withdraws its sanction for the tak- 
ing of 10 per cent from the pooling. We agree 
also with Mr. Saxton that it is better for racing 
that there be many who wager modest sums 
than a few who wager large sums, but we do not 
agree that those who wager larger sums should 
be so heavily taxed that they will patronize tracks 
taking less from the pools, and we do not agree 
that the little fellow should be taxed one-tenth 
of his dollar for the privilege of getting that ex- 
tra thrill attending the holding of a ticket that 
may be cashable and that double extra thrill that 
goes with a winning ticket.  ' 

During the winter let’s get all this mess ironed 
out and give Kentucky racing the fair chance, 
under good and economical management, that it 
deserves. 


THE COVER. 
HROUGH the courtesy of Frank Starr, veteran 
American horseman, who has been many 
years abroad and who now is visiting his brother, 
George Starr, famous reinsman, retired, in Lex- 
ington, we present on the first page of our cover 
this week a picture of Superman, being led in 
by his owner, Mrs. Gorm Rasmussen, resident 
of Chicago, after winning the Swedish Derby of 
this year. On the other side of the winner is 
shown his trainer, James Allen, and in the saddle 
is H. Thieme, a clever jockey. Superman is a 
son of the English horse Baton Rouge, by Lem- 
berg, out of Cross As Two Sticks. Baton Rouge 
was sent to Denmark from England in 1925 after 
having been in France in 1922. 

Mrs. Gorm Rasmussen maintains a large stable 
of race horses in Denmark, where her summers 
are spent, while her husband is the master of 
Egebek Stud, the most extensive Thoroughbred 
breeding farm in Scandinavia, and he also keeps 
the largest stable of Thoroughbreds in training. 

James Allen has saddled four Derby winners 
and during his days as a jockey rode three Derby 
winners. For a long time he was employed in 
the same stable with Lucien Lyne, famous Ken- 
tuckian, who for many years after a brilliant 
riding career in America was first jockey to 
King Alfonso of Spain and who now is well es- 
tablished in Belgium. Messrs. Allen and Lyne 
became warm friends, and the former named his 
only son Lucien Lyne Allen. The boy grew up 
to follow in the profession of his father and of 
his namesake, and proved his worthiness by head- 
ing the list of winning jockeys in Denmark. 


ECORDS reveal that as long ago as 1836 the 
“common or garden variety” of racer could 
negotiate his quarters around :24! 


In the spring of 1881 at Lexington a meeting 
of six days was held and the total number of 
races was 18. In three of these the judges saw 
dead heats. 
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VERYBODY’S glad Willie Brennan’s light 
finally has been removed from beneath the 
bushel. No one is better qualified to fill the 
void with the Greentree establishment left by the 
passing of James Rowe. Old Rosebud cannot re- 
member when Brennan became identified with 
racing; before my time, I suppose. He first was 
prominent about the tracks as assistant to the 
late Sam Hildreth, when the latter was training 
the stars of the Rancocas Stable of Harry F. 
Sinclair, which recently underwent dissolution. 
Some two years ago, Brennan became affiliated 
with Greentree in the capacity of assistant to 
‘Trainer Tom Murphy, a recruit from the ranks 
of the trotting horse men. He helped develop 
the smart Twenty Grand, best racer ever to fly 
the colors of Mrs. Whitney. Young Rowe suc- 
ceeded Trainer Murphy early last winter and it 
seems only fair that Brennan be granted the op- 
portunity he so richly deserves. Brennan is any- 
thing but a “kid-glove’’ trainer and if there is 
anything worthwhile in his charges, will get it 
out of them. 
* 
NE of the best lead ponies in Kentucky is 
W. F. Knebelkamp’s chestnut and white 
spotted half (or is it a fourth?) Thorough- 
bred. You’d never guess this one’s. breed- 
ing—by Joe Blair and out of that black 
and white spotted pony that used to ac- 
company old Hodge in his training gallops! Kay 
Spence’s employees bred this one, then spent the 
intervening months in speculation and wagering 
on what would be the color of the resulting foal. 
Joe Blair was a chestnut, hardly as tall as his 
unsexed son. This fleet quarter-horse got com- 
paratively few chances or foals; I cannot, off 
hand, recall a racer in whose pedigree he appears. 
What an oilburner he was in the halcyon days of 
the Juarez “merry-go-round!” He still holds the 
world’s record for three and one-half furlongs 
(:39), established as a 5-year-old, under 115 
pounds, on February 5, 1916, at Juarez, Mexico. 
HE writer took issue, some weeks back, with 
those who inferred that the defunct *McGee 
was not well bred on his sire’s side. Since, I 
have come across some evidence to exhibit. Pon- 
der this: Sir Hugo, *McGee’s paternal grandsire, 
was maternal grandsire of *Sweeper, a son of 
the celebrated Bromstick. *Sweeper got Osmand 
and *Golden Broom, sire of Polydor, etc. The 
good handicapper, Pigeon Hole, claims *Sweeper 
for maternal grandsire. It is obvious that 
*Sweeper could have acquired his chestnut color 
but from one source, Sir Hugo. Pigeon Hole, 
*Golden Broom and Osmand, and Polydor also 
are chestnuts. *Sweeper was a truly good race 
horse and sire. Foaled in 1909, he was out of 
*Ravello, which was imported in 1903 to the 
United States, where she foaled Frank Gill. 
Eventually, she became the property of the late 
H. B. Duryea, who bred her to Broomstick and 
shipped her to his French stud, where *Sweeper 
was foaled. A few days thereafter, *Ravello, ac- 
companied by her foal, was shipped to England, 
visiting the court of a noted sire, Collar, I think 
it was. Upon their return to France, it was dis- 
covered that *Sweeper was automatically ineli- 
gible to French races, due to the fact he hadn’t 
remained there until six months of age. He 
therefore was returned to England as a yearling 


‘Bay filly, 


and turned over to Persse for training. *Sweeper 
scored a most notable triumph in the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas mile (1912), Jaeger second and Hall 
Cross third. He finished seventh in the field 
of 20 accepting for the Derby, won by W. 
Raphael’s remarkable filly, Tagalie, with Jaeger, 
whom he had defeated, finishing second. *Sweep- 
er was favorite for that Derby at 2 to 1. The 
filly, however, won handily. She was ridden by 
Orby’s pilot, J. Reiff, went to the front in the 
first fifty yards and easily led throughout. There 
is a distinct resemblance among Osmand, *Golden 
Broom and *Sweeper in conformation, color and 
markings. 
* 

EE where more writers are ringing the knell 

of cup racing. Very probably if the younger 
generation endures a sufficient length of time, 
it will see mile races designated as cup events. It 
is apparent (distressingly so to many) that the 
days of two-mile races are numbered, and com- 
paratively few horses in these degenerate times 
can traverse even a mile and one-quarter at re- 
spectable speed with their weight up. We may 
as well reconcile ourselves to this era of speed, 
look indulgently upon and enjoy it, for it’s com- 
ing “sure as taxes.’”’ At that, quarter-horse rac- 
ing holds forth a certain fascination.

MARSH ALL LILLY, TRAINER. 

Two stakes horses of the Greentree Stable, 
Semaphorse in the Queen City Handicap and St. 
Brideaux in the Latonia Championship, were 
saddled at Latonia last Saturday by Marshall 
Lilly. Semaphore was beaten a nose, St. Brideaux 
won easily. The saddling of the two colts was 
among the first duties the negro horseman per- 
formed in his official capacity as assistant trainer 
of the Greentree Stable, an appointment he re- 
ceived last week shortly after William Brennan 
had been named head trainer to succeed the late 
James Rowe the younger. But before his eleva- 
tion, Marshall Lilly held a unique sort of fame— 


winner and half-sister to Han d’Or, winner Latonia 


Marshall Lilly was born in Lexington, Ky., 

fty-odd years ago. His father was employed by 
James A. Grinstead, one of the leading Turfmen 
of the day. Marshall learned horsemanship from 
his father and from ‘Brown Dick,” for whom he 
galloped Ben Brush. He later joined the staff of 
James Rowe the elder, then trainer for James 
R. Keene. He accompanied A. J. Joyner to Eng- 
land during the off-years in American racing and 
re-joined Mr. Rowe on his return to the United 
States. After Mr. Rowe’s death and young James 
Rowe’s appointment as trainer for the Greentree 
Stable, he joined the latter organization. He can 
still ride at weights only slightly above the 
weights many of his charges carry in their races. 
Horsemen credit him with extraordinary “hands” 
and judgment of pace. He galloped Ben Brush, 
Sysonby, Peter Pan, Pennant, Bunting, Celt, 
Maskette, Regret, Whisk Broom II, John P. 
Grier, Upset, Wildair, Whiskery, Victorian, 
Whichone, Boojum, Equipoise and Twenty Grand.

John (Daddy) Holmes, 61, owner of race horses 
for many years, died October 29 in Chicago. 
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CLAIBORNE, ELLERSLIE STALLIONS 


AST season there were 12 stallions in service 

at Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, 
Paris, Ky., and four at his Ellerslie Stud, Char- 
lottesville, Va. For the season of 1932, as will 
be noted by the advertisement on page 524 of 
this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, there are nine 
stallions at Claiborne and four at Ellerslie. Camp- 
fire has been sold to Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. 
Williams, of Glyndon, Md., and is to stand at 
their Stadacona Farm in the Worthington Val- 
ley. *Durbar II will be at the Prospect Hill 
Stud of his owner, Mrs. Robert H. Heighe, Bel 
Air, Maryland. Chatterton has been leased to 
Stuyvesant Peabody, of Chicago, and will stand 
at his Arrowbrook Farm, Lamont, Illinois. Single 
Foot is back at J. Edwin Griffin’s Griffwood 
Farms, Maryville, Maryland. 

The Scout, which 4-year-old son of *Sir Galla- 
had III from *La Rablee, raced so gamely and 
well in England, is a newcomer to Claiborne’s 
stallion ranks. The Scout is the property of Wil- 
liam Woodward, master of Belair Stud and Chair- 
man of The Jockey Club. Captain Cecil Boyd- 
Rochfort, who trained him, has said that The 
Scout was one of the gamest and best horses he 
ever put a saddle on. The Scout raced only seven 
times in his two seasons on the Turf. He did 
not compete in any events at two, it having been 
decided that he should be fully acclimated before 
racing. Last year at three he won the New- 
market Stakes, defeating Ut Majeur and four 
others, and the Knowsley Dinner Stakes, both at 
one mile and a quarter. He was second in the 
Paradise Stakes at one mile and a quarter to 
Rear Admiral, and was unplaced in the Maiden 
Stakes for 3-year-olds, seven furlongs, and also 
in the Derby at Epsom, won by Blenheim. In 
his first start this year he finished second to 
Pomme d’Api for the Burwell Stakes, the last 
mile and a half of the Cesarewitch Course at 
Newmarket, and in his next and last start won 
the Yorkshire Cup, two miles, at York, virtually 
on three legs the last two furlongs, because of 
strained ligaments. The Scout’s fee has been 
reasonably fixed at $300 for his first season. 

*Sir Gallahad III and his greatest son, Gallant 
Fox, have unchanged fees, each standing at 
$3,000, no return privileges. Stimulus’ fee re- 
mains at $1,000 with return privilege, and Dis- 
tinction’s fee continues at $250, with return privi- 
lege. Diavolo has been cut from $1,000 to $750; 
Brown Bud and Toro each from $1,000 to $500, 
and General Lee from $250 to $100. Return priv- 
ileges are granted for each of these. 

The four sires at Ellerslie Stud are *Wrack, 
his son, Petee-Wrack, Aga Khan and Sun Edwin. 
They were all there last season. The fee for 
*Wrack has been cut from $1,000 to $500, while 
the others remain the same as last season, Petee- 
Wrack $500, Aga Khan $300, and Sun Edwin 
$250, each with return privilege. 

*Sir Gallahad III was an excellent race horse. 
He won eight stakes races in France, including 
the French 2000 Guineas and Prix Boiard, beat- 
ing Le Capucin, winner of the French Derby. 
He also defeated *Epinard in a match race in 
France and won the Lincolnshire Handicap in 
England from 26 others. *Sir Gallahad III is 
leading winning sire in a single season for all 
time. Sired seven 2-year-old winners his first 
crop, 1929; had 14 winners in 1930, including six 
2-year-olds, and to the end of October in the 
racing of this year he has 20 winners of 40 races 
and $72,165 in first monies. Good contributors

to this total are the stakes winners Betty Derr, 
Sir Ashley, Pansy Walker, Ormesby, and the 
triple 2-year-old stakes winner, Pardee. Hé has 
12 2-year-old winners this year. If he had sired 
no other than Gallant Fox he would be entitled 
to great distinction, but when one takes into con- 
sideration that he also was represented in Eng- 
land by The Scout and Sir Andrew and that he 
his six winners in France, one must know that, 
he is entitled to rank high among the worig) 
best stallions of the present day. 


Gallant Fox, one of the leading money-winners 
of all time, won the Flash, Junior Champion, 
Wood Memorial, Preakness, Kentucky Derby, 
Belmont, Dwyer, Classic, Saratoga Cup, Law- 
rence Realization and Jockey Club Gold Cup. He 
made his first season in 1931 and is very sure 
with his mares. 


Stimulus won nine of his 14 races at two, the 
only year he raced, among his wins being Pim- 
lico Futurity, Hartsdale Stakes, Oceanus Handi- 
cap; total earnings $67,590. Mother Goose (eight 
pounds actual weight to her favor) beat him a 
head for the Futurity. Ultimus, his sire, was a 
great stallion. Sire of Luke McLuke, Anita Pea- 
body’s sire; High Time, sire of Sarazen and High 
Strung; Supremus, sire of Alcibiades and other 
good ones. Also sire of 15 2-year-old winners in 
1931. Hurakan, his dam, was a stakes winner 
and three of her four winners were stakes win- 
ners. 

Stimulus’ first crop were 2-year-olds in 1930, 
out of which he has the winners Cousin Jo, 
Risque (both stakes winners at two and three), 
Hinda, Chosa, Servitude, Wee Drop, Aknahton, 
Lureen, Stimulate, Martinelli and Instigator, 
winner in England at two and in this country 
this year. His 2-year-old winners to the end of 
October this year are Brandon Mint (stakes win- 
ner), Miss Morocco, Muffler, Sarietta, Nansen, 
Villon, Stimulator, Fireflash, Stepping Sister, 
High Proof and Pat C. 

This is to be the second season in the stud 
for Diavolo, son of Whisk Broom II from Vex- 
atious, by Peter Pan. Diavolo is the property 
of the Wheatley Stud and was winner of 
races and $107,540, his victories including g) 
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mont Stakes, Dixie Handicap (defeating Victo- 
rian, Display, etc.), Brookdale Handicap, Sara- 
toga Handicap, Saratoga Cup (one and three- 


quarters miles), Jockey Club Gold Cup (two 
miles), Bowie Handicap, Pimlico Handicap (two 
and one-quarter miles), also second in Aqueduct 
Handicap, Lawrence Realization, third in Bel- 
mont, etc. Whisk Broom II sired Victorian, 
Gnome, Whiskery and the excellent sires John 
P. Grier and Upset. His dam won the Lawrence 
Realization, Alabama Stakes and other races. 


Toro, a smashing good son of The Porter out 
of *Brocatelle, by Radium, is another to make 
his second season. Toro raced under the colors 
of E. B. McLean and now is the property of 
Norman W. Church, of Los Angeles, who owns 
the Northway Stable. Toro won 12 races, was 
14 times second, 6 times third and was only 7 
times unplaced. His earnings during four sea- 
sons amounted to $142,530. His victories in- 
cluded the Cincinnati Trophy, Queen City Handi- 
cap, American Derby (defeating Misstep), La- 
tonia Derby, Lincoln Handicap (one and one- 
quarter miles in 2:05 3-5, beating Sun Beau), 
Grainger Memorial, Robt. M. Sweitzer Handi- 
caps, also second in Preakness (beaten nose by 
Victorian), Bashford Manor, Harold Stakes, Fair- 
mount Derby, third in Kentucky Derby, Arling- 
ton Cup, ete. His sire was a stakes winner of 
26 races and also sire:of Greenock, Port Harlem, 
Silverdale, Porternesia, Islam, etc. *Brocatelle, 
his dam, is also dam of the winner Outburst, and 
is half-sister to June Rose (dam of Brown Bud, 
Primrose, winner Jerome Handicap, etc.), etc. 
The next dam was *Pietra, a stakes winner and 
half-sister to Pomegranate (dam of Prunus, the 
best sire in Germany), Briseis and St. Briavels. 
The next dam, Briar-Root, won 1000 Guineas 
and was the dam of six winners. The next 
dam, Eglentyne, was half-sister to Re-echo and 
Mazurka, grandam of Peter Pan. 

Brown Bud's oldest now are yearlings and 
one hears good reports about them. A son of 
*Brown Prince II from June Rose, by Myram, 
Brown Bud, won 10 races at distances from six 
furlongs to one mile and a quarter, including 
the Miller Stakes, Travers Mid-Summer Derby 
and Maryland Handicaps. He also won Jockey 
Club Gold Cup (two miles), defeating Chance 
Play, but was disqualified. His winnings 
amounted to $63.800. Brown Bud is own brother 
to Lane Allen (10 wins) and half-brother to Prim- 
rose (11 wins, including Jerome Pimlico Autumn 
Handicaps). *Brown*‘Prince II was a sterling 
race horse in England and an excellent sire in 
America, among others of his get being Handy 
Mandy, Brown Flash, Helen’s Babe, Old Slip, 
Martha Washington, Brown Wisdom, Brown 
Wizard, etc. June Rose’s sire, Myram, was own 
brother to Jardy, by Flying Fox out of Airs and 
Graces, winner of the Oaks. June Rose’s dam 
*Petra was among the best mares brought to 
America. She also is grandam of Toro and Eas- 
ter Stockings. Prunus, leading sire in Germany 
in 1926, 1927, 1928 and 1929, is by Dark Ronald, 
grandsire of Brown Bud, and is out of half- 
sister to *Pietra. Prunus sired Weisdorn, Mah 
Jong and Waltzertroun, best 2-year-olds of their 
years in Germany, and Oleander, called by The 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Review, ‘“‘The best horse ever 
bred in Germany.” 

Distraction, another of the Wheatley Stable 
horses, is making his second season in 1932. 
He is by *Chicle out of *Balancoire II, by *Med- 
dler. Distraction won 13 races and $67,660. At 
two won Colorado Stakes, set a track record of 


:56 for five furlongs, 125 pounds up at Belmont 
Park, and Flash Stakes. At three and four won 
Wood Memorial Stakes, Bayview Handicap (de- 
feating Chance Play), Yonkers, Champlain, Bay- 
shore, Edgemere and Pierrepont Handicaps, also 
second in Washington, Twin City Handicaps, 
etc. His sire was a stakes winner and is also 
sire of Whichone, Cherry Pie, Gadfly, Mother 
Goose, Comstockery, Elf (dam of Boojum), etc. 
His dam, a stakes winner in France, is also dam 
of the stakes winner Blondin and the winners 
*Escarpolette (32 wins), Swingalong, Swinging: 
(dam of Equipoise), etc. *Balancoire II is sister 
to Melody (grandam of King Nadi), Mediant, 
Night Rider II and Bandana IIT, dam of Ormont. 


General Lee, son of *War Cloud from Nancy 
Lee, by Broomstick, started fiVe times and won 
three races, his victories including the East 
View Stakes and the Wakefield Handicap. He 
had no chance in the two races in which he was 
unplaced. His sire was an excellent race horse 
and, though his career in the stud was short- 
ened by untimely death, he is sire of Nimba and 
many winners in America and France. His dam 
was a stakes winner, her victories including the 
Kentucky Oaks. General Lee entered the stud 
in 1928 and the first of his get are racing as 
2-year-olds in 1931, the following seven having 
won: Archeress, Argien, Marse Robert, River 
Lee, Siwanoy, Slambang and Soutcho. 

*Wrack, a stakes winner in England, has been 
so prominent a factor in siredom in America that 
he hardly needs discussion bevond the reminder 
that his get have won over 1,500 races and more 
than $2,200,000, and that among his important 
sons and daughters are Petee-Wrack, Little 
Chief, Fair Star, Careful, Knobbie, Blazes, Sin- 
gle Foot, Single Step and Laura Dianti. Light- 
ning Bolt, Flaming and Backgammon are stakes 
winners for him this year. His daughter Brook- 
sie has won 10 races in as many months of 1931. 

Petee-Wrack, son of *Wrack from Marguerite 
(dam of Gallant Fox), by Celt, will be making 
his second season in the stud in 1932. He was 
a good race horse, a stakes winner of 12 races 
and $96,890 in four seasons, including Travers 
Midsummer Derby (defeating Victorian. Sun Ed- 
win and Reigh Count), Metropolitan, Merchants’ 
and Citizens’, Philadelnhia, Twin City, Suburban 
Handicaps, Baltimore Handicap, etc. also second 
in Pimlico Futurity, Walden Handicap, Arling- 
ton Cup, Manhattan Handicap, etc. This is the 
family of Seabreeze, Roquebrune, *Rock Sand, 
etc. 

Aga Khan, by *Omar Khayyam from *Lady 
Carnot, by Radium, had his first runners as 2- 
year-olds in 1930, Belle of Bourbon and The 
Afghan winning for him. This year Algara has 
won at three and Analyst, Arasum and Justa 
Memory are 2-year-old winners for him. Aga 
Khan won Lawrence Realization, Pimlico Au- 
tumn, Continental, Pierrepont, Twin City, York- 
town Handicaps, and many other races. His sire 
won the Kentucky Derby and other stakes and 
is a successful sire. His dam was out of a full 
sister to the great English race horse and sire, 
William the Third. 

Sun Edwin, by *Sun Briar out of Edwina, by 
Celt, was a good stakes winner of 14 races, 
eight times second and three times third from 
34 starts and won $70,665. He won the Whirl, 
East View, Stanley Produce Stakes. Saranac, 
Jerome, October and Empire City Handicaps, 
also second in Saratoga Special, Grand Union 
Hotel, United States Hotel Stakes, etc. His sire 
was a good stakes winner and is sire of Pom- 
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pey (now making a fine start as a sire, with 
seven 2-year-old winners, including Osculator 
and Polonaise, each with credit of three stakes), 
Sun Beau, Sun Flag, Minotaur, Sunsini, Sunfer- 
ence, etc. His dam was a stakes winner of 18 
races and also produced the winners Sun Shadow 
and Dark Edwina. The fourth dam was Alice 
Gray, sister to the great sire Faustus and to Man- 
nie Gray, from which descend Domino, Hamburg, 
Yankee, Audacious, Paul Weidel and many 
others. 


KENTUCKY BARGAINS 


HE growing importance of the annual sales 

of yearlings at Lexington, each Novem- 
ber is conceded by all horsemen. The percen- 
tage of winning 2-year-olds in 1931 which were 
sold in the Tranter sale of 1930 is remarkable. 
Despite the fact, which all will concede, that 
Kentucky’s tops had been sent to the Saratoga 
market, practically 30 per cent of the yearlings 
sold proved winners this season. The actual 
figures show 211 yearlings sold of which 58 had 
won to October 23. All things considered, this 
is a most remarkable and unusual showing. 

The greatest hargain of last year’s sale turned 
up in Proteus, by Infinite, sold to A. Pelleteri 
for $1,800. For Mr. Pelleteri he won the Idle 
Hour and Bashford Manor Stakes and other 
races, and a total of $22,600 and was then sold 
to A. C. Bostwick for $25,000. 

Economic, another Infinite colt, topped the 
sales, goi:.g to J. H. Louchheim for $6,600. He 
more than paid for himself, for he won stakes 
and purses this season to the amount of $14,050. 
These are only two of the bargains. 

Others which sold for around $2,000 and be- 
came winners and earned more than cost in- 
clude Uncovered (stakes winner) and such win- 
ners as Little Turtle, (four wins); Fashion Show 
(four wins and over $4,000); Tellico, three wins; 
Sophist and Frances D. Many others selling for 
that figure won races. 

Colts and fillies, sold for around $1,000, which 
proved bargains include such as Noah’s Pride, 
Surf Bather, Colonial Belle, winner of over 
$5,000; Crystal Prince, Fortuna Miss, Lorraine 
and others. 

Those sold for less than $1,000 include many 
good winners such as Society Talk (four races 
and over $2,500); Magna Mater (three races 
and about $2,500); Adobe Post (four races and 
over $3,000); and Zean (three races and over 
$2,500). 

While Proteus is conceded to have been the 
bargain of the sale, what about the filly Miss 
N. Conlan, by Dozer, which sold for $125 and 
won four races and about $2,500, or Nell Kuhl- 
man, by Our General, sold for $75 and winner 
of over $1,600? Others which sold for $125 
to as low as $75 and won include Sun Bonny 
(three wins); Kranella, Traffic Judge, Celtic 
Way, George K., Lexingtoss and Judge Kranz. 
One buyer purchased three yearlings for $75 
each and all won. 

About 170 yearlings, many of which will be 
publicly tried prior to the sale, are to come be- 
fore the auctioneer at the Lexington Sales Pad- 
docks, under E. J. Tranter’s management, on the 
evenings of November 9, 10, and 11. If there 
were bargains last year before the depression 
really hit the horse sales, what may one expect 
this autumn? 

This season’s offerings are of higher class 
than those of last year. Many inferior year- 


lings have ben disposed of through other sources. 
The percentage of colts and fillies which will win 
in 1932 should be far higher than the surprising 
percentage of 1931. The offerings are a better 
bred, more uniform lot. 

The yearlings catalogued, consigned by lead- 
ing breeders, include the get of *Dis Donc, In- 
finite, *Waygood and Stimulus, all sires of 10 
or more 2-year-old winners this season; Big 
Blaze (sire of the crack colt Burning Blaze) ; 
Prince Pal (sire of Mate); Macaw (sire of Kak- 
apo); Bunting, Biack Toney, Black Servant, 
American Flag, Chilhowee, Tryster, Pennant, 
Bubbling Over, *Justice F., Pillory, Dress Pa- 
rade, Transmute, *Calaris, Sun Flag, *Axen- 
stein, Ladkin, Wise Counsellor, *Donnacona, 
*The Satrap, Wilderness, Sweep and other great 
sires. Many are out of great race mares and 
producers; many bred in lines that have sent to 
the race tracks of the world its greatest race 
horses. 

It may be bargain week in Kentucky next 
week. It would seem that no horseman could 
afford to remain away.

THE SHEM SHAM. 

Stewards of the Havre de Grace meeting made 
an official disposition of the “ringer” race at 
Havre de Grace by issuing a ruling last Satur- 
day disqualifying from first money the horse 
(believed to be the 3-year-old Aknahton) which 
ran in the name of Shem.

“This purse has been held up pending investi- 
gation, and we recommend that you direct the 
Harford Agricultural and Breeders’ Association 
to distribute the money in said race as herein 
stated.

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KENTUCKY 


CHARITY DAY ENDS SEASON. 
HE scheduled 25 days of racing at Latonia 


ended Saturday, October 31, and brought 
the Kentucky season to an official close, but a 
charity meeting was held on Monday of this 
week, November 2, which proved to be the most 
successful gesture of its sort. An estimated total 
of $70,000 or more was raised for charitable 
organizations in Cincinnati, Newport and Cov- 
ington, through the cooperation of the Latonia 
Jockey Club and numerous local organizations. 
No other track has contributed so large an 
amount to charity with a single day of racing. 
The attendance was given out as 19,195. About 
$4,000 worth of general admissions were sold at 
the track, the boxes produced another $1,506, 
programs $1,340, the mutuel “take” of 10 per 
cent, $31,784. Said Col. Matt J. Winn: “We 
figure right now that Latonia will turn over to 
the Charity Committee $40,319, plus what we 
receive from the restaurant and soft drink con- 
cessions, which might run as high as $600 or 
$700. It is the best showing made by any race 
track in America in their efforts to aid the un- 
employment funds.” The Kentucky State Racing 
Commission added the $2,500 daily tax to the 
fund. All employes served without pay, conces- 
sionaires donated their earnings, the association 
put up $5,000 in purses for the seven races. Yet 
to be added to the total were the receipts from 
tickets sold by cooperating community organiza- 
tions. That amount was expected to bring the 
grand total to $70,000. Mose Goldblatt’s Jimmy 
Moran won the feature race of the program, 
catching Don Leon in the last strides. 


The regular Latonia meeting was not such a 
success as the charity day. Even with a “take” 
of 10 per cent from the mutuels, the profits were 
meager, if any. Crowds were never large, and the 
final day, which was expected to bring out the 
best attendance of the meeting, was marred by 
extremely unpromising weather. The features 
of the last day were the Latonia Championship 
and the Queen City Handicap. The Greentree 
Stable won the Championship with the natural 
stayer St. Brideaux and came within an inch of 
winning the Queen City with Semaphore. The 
2-year-old stakes, however, fell to Delivered, 
which ran the best race of his career and ran a 
better race than anything else in the field to get 
the decision in the last jumps. 


YEARLINGS AT HINATA FARM. 


By invitation of Tom B. Young, a number of 
horsemen gathered at Hinata Farm on Monday 
morning of this week and held stop-watches on 
the trials of 18 yearlings, the property of J. O.

He won by a 
nose, in the last stride, from the Greentree 
Stable’s Semaphore (113), by Pennant out of 
*Fresnay, by “Meddler. Third, beaten a head- 
hy both the leaders, was A. A. Baroni’s Lejoy 
(109), which, like the winner, is a son of Lee 
O. Cotner. Lejoy was bred and raised by Mr. 
Collins and was lost by him to Mr. Baroni for 
$2,500 in a claiming race this summer. Delivered 
also has been much raced in claiming events.

DADE PARK SUIT. 


In an answer filed at Frankfort last week in 
the case of the Commonwealth of Kentucky 
against the Dade Park Jockey Club, seeking to 
collect unpaid racing license tax, E. B. Anderson, 
of Owensboro, attorney for the defendant, asks 
that the case be dismissed on the ground that 
the money seized by the Commonwealth August 
29 was the property of horsemen and bettors. 
The answer recites that the Dade Park Jockey 
Club has been insolvent since 1927; that its 
assets now total $5,368.81 and its liabilities ag- 
gregate $146,446.38, the same being made up of 
bills and accounts payable and judgments. 

Judge Thomas B. McGregor, of the Franklin 
Circuit Court, has fixed the amount due the State 
of Kentucky under the judgment as $64,559.50. 
Attorney General J. W. Cammack, in a reply to 
the answer filed by Mr. Anderson, denies that 
the Dade Park Jockey Club is insolvent and 
challenges the validity of an agreement entered 
into by state officials with officials of the Dade 
Park Jockey Club on May 5, 1927, whereby the 
judgment was to be paid out of profits. 

Mr. Cammack further claims that when the 
attached money on August 29 was released, 
James C. Ellis, president of the Dade Park Jockey 
Club, promised to pay on September 8, at his 
option, $80,320 for the balance due, or $50,000 in 
cash, $15,160 on October 1 and $15,160 on 
November 1. He says in his reply that Mr. Ellis 
failed to keep this promise and that Messrs. E. B. 
Anderson and W. C. Mason, attorneys, had in- 
formed him that Mr. Ellis had not been able to 
raise the money. 

Mr. Cammack concludes his reply with the 
declaration that “by reason of the promise, Dade 
Park Jockey Club and James C. Ellis are estop- 
ped from making further defenses to action.”

THE DECREASE CONTINUES. 

ANADIAN race-goers and racing associations 

proceeded cautiously in 1931. There were 
decreases in the number of days of racing, in 
gate receipts, in revenue, in distribution and in 
daily average distribution. The decreases were 
continuances of last year’s general retrenchments. 
The following table, compiled from figures fur- 
nished by the Canadian Department of Agricul- 
ture, tells the story:

DISARMAMENT’S CAMBRIDGESHIRE. 
HEATHORN, London bookmaking firm, laid 
« H.F. Clayton half a million dollars to $500 
in August that he would not win the Cesare- 
witch-Cambridgeshire double with his entries Six 
Wheeler and Disarmament. Six Wheeler finished 
second in the Cesarewitch and last week, October 
28, Disarmament won the Cambridgeshire Stakes 
at Newmarket. 

Disarmament’s starting price in the Cam- 
bridgeshire was 18 to 1. He carried 109 pounds 
and won the mile and an eighth dash from a field 
of 23 others in which the American-owned 
Jacopo, Link Boy and Masked Jester were un- 
placed. Three lengths behind the winner came 
Col. E. R. Kewley’s St. Oswald, which, like the 
winner, is a 3-year-old. Half a length farther 
back was Sir Alfred Butts’ Lord Bill, a 4-year- _ 
old which is like the winner in that he is also a 
son of Beresford. Slipper, with 130 pounds up, 
was the beaten favorite. 

D. R. Browning bred Disarmament at the 
Knockany Stud in Ireland. The colt was foaled 
on May 12, 1928. His sire, Beresford, is a 10- 
year-old son of Friar Marcus and Bayberry, by 
Bayardo. His dam is Shimmer, by St. Angelo 
out of Chimera, by Sheen, No. 9 family. He was 
a $2,650 yearling, won four of his 10 races at 
two, and two out of eight at three, including the 
Cambridgeshire. His earnings approximate 
$20,000. Three Irish-bred 3-year-olds—Double 
Life, The Pen and Disarmament—have won the 
last three Cambridgeshire renewals. 


ILLINOIS 
END OF THE SEASON. 
IFTEEN thousand persons turned out at 
Hawthorne last Saturday, October 31, for 
the last day of racing this year in the State of 
Illinois—the day fixed by law as the limit be- 
yond which the season may not extend. It was 
the end of a good season, a season affected by the 
depression, but not to the extent noted in most 
other racing centers. Monday of this week 
Daily Racing Form (Chicago) published figures 
showing that during the 183 days of racing in 
the State, the total distribution was $2,182,700, 
only about $200,000 under the record figures of 
1930, despite the fact that Fairmount Park 
passed up its spring meeting. Half a million 
paid admissions and a total attendance of about 
700,000 were estimated. The daily average dis- 
tribution was $11,927.32, the highest figure in 
the history of racing in the State. Arlington 
Park, with a daily average of $22,241.66, con- 
tributed $667,250, the largest amount for any 
one association. Horses moved west, south and 
east from Hawthorne last week and the exodus 
will be completed within a few more days. 


UMA AND TRACK CONDITIONS. 

After Uma had run a bad race at Hawthorne 
recently, the stewards called Trainer George 
Brooks on the carpet. Trainer Brooks explained 
the track might have been too hard for her. 
He had not scratched her because rain appeared 
likely to fall before post time. Stewards told 


him not to start Uma on a hard track. Horse- 
men were notified that scratches might be made 
after closing time for scratches, provided track

JOHN McE. BOWMAN’S DEATH. 


John McEntee Bowman, organizer and head 
of the Biltmore syndicate of hotels, president 
of the United Hunts Racing Association, former 
president of the Havana-American Jockey Club, 
president of the National Horse Show, member 
of The Jockey Club, executive and clubman ex- 
traordinary, died early on the morning of Wed- 
nesday, October 28, at the Post-Graduate Hos- 
pital in New York City. A gall bladder opera- 
tion October 12 was resorted to in an effort 
to save his life, but he grew steadily weaker 
after. 

Mr. Bowman was born July 20, 1875, in To- 
ronto, Canada. His father and uncle were as- 
sociated in the operation of a stagecoach line. 
At the age of 19 he went to New York City, 
soon secured a hotel job. He learned the hotel 
business and succeeded in enlisting the aid of 
the Armour family of Chicago in establishing a 
string of hotels which brought him a fortune. 
In recent years he had been interested in rac- 
ing, especially in its amateur branches, and was 
largely responsible for the development of Orien- 
tal Park at Havana and of the United Hunts 
programs in New York. He held numerous 
memberships in riding, hunting, social and other 
clubs. One of his last efforts was the organi- 
zation of the magnificent testimonial dinner to 
Joseph E. Widener at the Biltmore hotel recent- 
ly. The United Hunts meeting, scheduled for 
Tuesday of this week, went on with “flags fly- 
ing,’ by his request, expressed a few days be- 
fore his death. Mrs. Bowman and two children, 
John McEntee, Jr., and Clarissa Anne Bow- 
man, survive him.
